X  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Medical 
circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year  1941. 

It  follows  tho  lines  of  previous  War  time  reports,  being 
restricted  in  size  and  scope  so  as  to  form  merely  a  comparative 
record  of  statistics  and  information  for  present  guidance 
and  future  reference. 

There  are  two  outstanding  points  which  the  statistics 
disclose.  There  are  the  great  reduction  in  the  cases  of 
notifiable  Infectious  disease,  and  tho  increase  in  the  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis.  While  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  on 
the  former,  the  second  is  the  cause  of  some  anxiety.  They 
arc  both,  however,  manifestations  of  a  tendency  common  to  the 
whole  Country,  and  not  a  peculiarity  cf  the  district,  which 
has  also  shared  in  the  general  improvement  in  health.
